FRENCH TAKING MANY PRISONERS IN NEW DRIVE 


B y A sso cia ted r r e s s L ea sed Wire 


The scope of the v ictory won by the American First 
army in Lorraine in its initial offensiv e effort, continu es 
to grow. The nu mber of prisoners is now said to be 20,000, 
which is v irtu ally equ iv alent to two enemy div isions. 
Ha v e Ta ken Thirty Villa g es. 
In the first few hou rs of operation in this district the 
Americans hav e driv en the enemy ou t of abou t thirty v il­ 
lages and many positions which the Germans had strong­ 
ly fortified du ring the fou r y ears’ possession of the salient, 
taken a great nu mber of prisoners and large qu antities 
of gu ns and materials. 
Penetra te Depth o f Thirteen Miles. 
General Pershing’s forces in two day s hav e driv en in 
to a max imu m depth of 13 miles, from the point of depar­ 
tu re at the tip of the salient below St. Mihiel to Hatton- 
v ille, 12 miles north of Vigneu lles, throu gh which the 
American 
was last reported u s ru nning. 
The .Germans are reported to fee readju sting their 
lines ai the edge of the former salient, bu t it is probably , 
howev er, that the American forces, and the French on 
their flanks, are not allowing them to do so in peace. 
What fu rther dev elopments the offensiv e may hav e 
is u ncertain at present, neither the official commu niqu es 
nor the newspaper dispatches throwing mu ch light on the 
su bject. 
Rapidity Unex ampled. 
Whatev er the fu tu re holds, the u ltimate effect of the 
driv e has completely wiped ou t the St. Mihiel salient with 
a rapidity almost u nex ampled for su ch a large operation. 
If the object was to open a way for a driv e on the 
German fortress of Metz and the important Briey iron 
fields, now in Gerrm ; hands, that pu rpose already has 
been achiev ed. 
French Lau nch New Attack. 
Meanwhile, as operations on this front seem lessened, 
Marshal Foch has already lau nched a new offensiv e mov e, 
mainly aimed at St. Gobain massif, defender of the city of 
Laon. The French attacked at 5 o’clock this morning on 
both sides of the Ailette riv er and in the region of the 
Aisne to the sou th and sou theast. 
General Petain’s troops started with a great ru sh 
this morning, which took them into the German lines at 
v ariou s points from one to two miles on an II mile front. 
Many Prisoners Coming Back. 
Prisoners began to come in rapidly , 1,8 00 hav ing been 
taken in one div ision of the front alone, at an early hou r. 
The French effort was particu larly effectiv e sou th of 
the Ailette riv er, where they captu red the important 
height of Mont Des Singes and the towns of Allemont and 
Sancy . Their adv ance here threatens the right flank of 
the Chemin Des Dames. 
This mov e also represents a 
fu rther closing in on St. Gobain massif, which is accentu ­ 
ated by the progress north of the Ailette where the French 
are working their way into the u pper forest of Coiiey be 
y ond the form er German lines. 
On the Aisne front the French are making progress 
that is reported as satisfactory . 
Haig’s Men Repu lse Attacks. 
On the British front Field Marshal Haig’s forces were 
apparently mainly occu pied last night in beating off' re­ 
newed German attacks on the recently won British posi­ 
tions. These attacks were particu larly persistent at Gou - 
zeau cou rt and Hav rincou rt, bu t were u nsu ccessfu l. The 
British made progress, howev er, northwest of St. Qu entin 
where the line ru ns eYfet of Jeancou rt. 
Gain In Flanders. 
In Flanders the British hav e captu red the town of 
Au chy -Lez-La-Bassee, only a little more than a mile from 
the town of La Bas^ee.

It is this service, the service of mankind, that is demanding the con­ 


serv atio n and fair distrib ution of our foodstuffs. 


A crisis has b een successfully passed.

loning of her 


collective conscience, America last year saved enough wheat to share her 


b readstuffs with Europe and tide over her own supply until the present 


ab undant harvest. 


These past months of conservation discipline will enab le her tc keep 


b elow the pre-war consumption of wheat until her storehouses are again 


filled and a surplus b uilt up for her own and Friendly Europe’s future pro­ 
tection. 


Because the light-weight cattle are now moving so rapidly to market, 


due largely to the extreme drouth in the southwest, the American people 


are now b eing urged to demand meat from the lighter weight animals, those 


that dress b elow 475 pounds. 
This will relieve the drain on the heavier

fea ts b ut ma k es a n 
equally strong 
appeal to the public intelligence 
when the British General himself 
a scend s the platform aiui tells his 
hea rers in simple, soldierly speech, 
the secrets and achxei'ements of the 
flying tnen. 
General Lee says that 
he likes flying better than writing 
or speech-making, but that he is an 
a d ep t in all three can be testified 
to b y a great many people in all 
parts of America. 
He is a younp 
man to have attained such eminence 
in his profession, for he was born 
in Yorkshire on July end, l8Sy. 
His career is exclusively that of the 
army. 
He was educated at F. ton 
and the Royal Military College at 
Sandhurst, served in a famous old 
regiment, the 6oth Rifles, passed 
the inevitable four years in India, 
and helped to strafe the Boche :n 
France in 1014 and IQ 15. 
He 
earned his Army soubriquet, "Fall­ 
ing L ea f' Lee, by reason of an ex­ 
traordinary manoeuvre he evolved 
in air fighting. 
Be it remembered 
that he has twenty-nine Germ cm 
airplanes and the occupants tq his 
credit, and many of the men he has 
cent crashing to earth must hare 
been experienced pilots, so, in or­ 
der to come unscathed through so 
many combats, he is evidently an 
airman of great daring and inex­ 
haustible resource. 
One 
of his 
tricks was to fall like a fluttering 
lear in a machine apparently out 
c control, but really tempting an 
c, enent to close quarters and con­ 
sequent undoing. 
He is immensely 
popular, not only with the general 
public, but with his brother offi­ 
cers in both the British and Amer­ 
ican Armies, and every word he has 
to say may be regarded as the out­ 
come of a vmde experience guided 
'by proved theories.

“There goes a Liberty airplan e,” 
said on e of the officers. 
It was on e 
of the fast —in creasin g n umber n ow 
coin in g, an d every flight was watched 
with keen est in terest 
an d 
growin g 
en ihn siitsm by lhose who will put it 
to the supreme test on the fightin g 
fron t. 
On ly on e opin ion was heard 
amon g these men , that it was the big­ 
gest an d fastest machin e ;)]' them all. 
It was d oin g won d ers in quick as­ 
c e n t s ,

besid es 
straight-awav 
flight it had been put through all 
the in tricacies of acrobaM.c flight an J 
had been pron oun ced

Groups oi aviators \ 
lin ed * up 
as we arrived , preparatory to takin g 
the air. 
They were

youn g men , like two football eleven s 
about, to take the field . 
The flyin g 
groun d s stretched off 
for 
miles— 
n in e field s of four square miles each 
— all clean -cut 
stubble 
field s 
on 
which the machin es yBuld light with­ 
out shock. Above them circled coun t­ 
less plan es, sin gly an d in squad ron s 
d rawn out like wild geese, loopin g 
an d d ivin g an d in all the 
evolution s 
of filight, with groups of acrobatic 
plan es over to I lie right makin g head ­ 
lon g spirals, w’in g-slips an d 
reverse- 
men to. 
I:i the foregroun d rose a city 
of 
barracks, on e-story pin e shacks 100 
feet lon g, n ot very highly orn amen tal 
but very practical. 
F'ully a thousan d 
of these barracks had risen on this 
level plain to house the army of fly­ 
in g men on the way to the fightin g 
lin e. 
“ We won t from field to field to 
n ote each stage in the d evelopmen t 
of combat aviators. 
Gen erally speak­ 
in g. it was explain ed * there are three 
d istin ct bran ches of ^kis aviation for 
warfare; Chase an d combat work in 
which most of the fightin g occurs,

as targets, an d the boun d in g grass­ 
hoppers took their shots

On the secon d field the aviators 
had their grasshoppers

» a d ouble con trol machin e accompan ­ 
ied bv an in structor. They were get­ 
tin g the “ feel” of the machin e in ac­ 
tual flight, an d if the rud d er was n ot 
man ipulated the in structor wras there 
to make the correction . 
An d it was 
n ecessary here to learn how to come 
d own as well as to go up, an d to 
come d own at a d efin ite poin t. Small 
n umbered flags marked the lan d in g 
poin t of each machin e, an d the d e­ 
scen t 
must he mad e close to this 
Hag. 
The captain of field 
No. 
3 
was 
about to step in to the “ FTyin g Dra­ 
gon ,” on e of the most curious ma­ 
chin es of the fleet, for besid es bein g 
a very fleet 15-meter car, it was fam­ 
ous for its d ragon bod y, with flamin g 
scales an d ten tacles an d 
great 
red 
I eyes. 
Here on this field t he aviators 
¡en tered 
sin gle-con trol 
machin es, 
without an in structor, an d 
for 
the 
first, time took their ow'n risks. 
On Field 4 it began to d evelop 
whether the aviator could qualify as 
a combat airman ,’ or for bombard ­ 
men t or scout observation . 
He was 
n ow' in a fast machin e with a win g- 
surface of 18 meters an d was begin ­ 
n in g to make d ips an d high air man ­ 
euverin g. 
He was bein g accustomed 
to all types of machin es. 
There was 
a fleet'of on e of these stran ge types 
d rawn across the plain . 
Their chief 
n ovelty w-as in havin g ball-bearin gs 
on all their mechan ism, givin g a hair- 
trigger respon se 
to 
the 
slightest 
touch.

“If you sn eeze you loop the loop,” 
was the way the officer-explain ed the 
d elicacy of this mechan ism. 
Progress is rapid n ow that it is ev­ 
id en t what a flyer can 'd o. 
He en ­ 
ters a very fast machin e at No. 5, 
with 15-meter win gs capable of mak­ 
in g 120 miles an hour. 
Some of the 
men d rop out of the train in g at this 
poin t, as it has become evid en t that 
they lack the d eftn ess or get fain t at 
the height or the heat of the ¿n otor. 
Th» rest go on to Field No. 6 where 
they begin pursuit work an d some of

“There is n othin g freakish about 
, these acrobatics,” said

“tor they are on e of the most essen ­ 
tial parts of combat aviation . 
To be 
a chase an d pursuit pilot on e must ho 
able to out-man euver the en emy avia­ 
tor; to make quick turn s un d er fire 
an d get above your ad versary or on 
litis tail. 
On e or the other will be 
! out-man ed vered , an d the fastest man 
win s the game. 
The en emy is very 
skillful at acrobatics, an d he must he 
beaten at his own game." 
Lieuten an t Quen tin Roosevelt was 
, in comman d of Field No. 7 while he 
was here, an d the car of the late of­ 
ficer stood in the 
han gar 
with 
a 
group of flyers about it payin g sit- 
bute to the s p le n d id 
qualities 
ami 
j d arin g of their late lead er. H i s good 
humor was recalled by the.uame he 
had given his car, “ Doe Yak,” an d 
itlie d octor with lus flowin g whiskers, 
was pain ted in flajn in g colors on the 
; sid e ot the car. 
This is the field on which forma­ 
tion flyin g is begun , iu squad ron s up 
to 18 machin es but usually with five. 
The squad ron flys in V-shape, with 
the comman d er at the apex of the V, 
carryin g a streamer which sign als the 
comman d s.

On e af the flyers mad e four 
vrilles as wre watched .
